The Examiner suggests amending die claim to read, "A computer software 
system f^rff^ing^" ™™r 11tpr "^nhle medium comprising...". 

In regards to independent claim 27, "A computer program adapted to be executed on a 
processor is non-statutory for at least the reason that it is not tangibly embodied in a manner 
so as to be executable. The Examiner suggests amending the claim to read, "A computer program 
adopted to-be-executed executing on a processor". 

In response, Applicants have amended claims 1 and 27 in accordance with the 
Examiner's suggestions and accordingly respectfully contend that claims 1 , 3-6, 1 8, 19 and 27- 
33, as amended herein, arc not directed to non-statutory subject matter and are in condition for 
allowance.
